This isn't the proper sta.e for you to arguc the question, 
whether your clicnt is a member of the Reich Cabinet or not. The 
arcunent upon the whole question will take place after the evidence and 
after the Prosecution have hac the opportunity of putting forward their 
arcuments as to the criminal nature cf the Reich Catinct,. You or other 
counsel on behalf of those concerned will be able to put forward your 
arzumentse We <a lesix > he arguments now about the criminal 
nature, but to hear the evicence, Is that clear? 

DCCTON SAUTER Yos I shall therefore return to this point

The prisoner is the tinsmith Hans Kuhitz, who bore the nicknama Johnny. 

Upon his departure, Vo.cl cave the head of the supply room, Truppenfuhrer 
to 6 reichsmarks with the stetoc reason that the SA men 


"hac sweated so", The money was then Cistributoca by Meicr to those SA 


comrades who had taken part in the mistreatment. 
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Another activity of the SA during the days just following the Nazi 
seizure of power was to act as auxiliary police. This is shown in 
Document 3252-PS, Ue Se Exhibit 42). This publication is a book written 
by Herman Goering. 

THE FRESIDENT: Colonel Storey, is that a document which shows on 
its face that the man was punished for this conduct? 

COLONEL STOREY: I think it does; yes, sir. 

THE FRESIDENT: I think that fact ought to be stated, 

COLONEL STOREY: I believe it is stated, sir. You see, in 
beginning it says that the prosecuting anthority in Dresden had indicted 
Vogel on account of bodily injury, and 4+ thought it stated that he had 
been punished, 

THE PRESIDENT: The document docs appear to stite it, but I think 
you ought to tell it in court. The document ends up with -- paracraph 

> that he wns punishec. The purpose of 
introducing it was to show what actually took place. 

I now turn to Deeuzent 3252-PS, As I have just mentioned, the book

is entitled, "Hermann Goering, the Man and His Work" by Erich Gritzbach, 


in which it is declared that the ranks of the Security Folice were 


strengthened by the SA, and which was characterized as the most reliable 

instrument of the movemcnt, IL should like to quote on the first page 

of Document 3252, the English translation, -- it is the fourth paragraph: 
"The present reorganization of the Security Police is hardly 

noticed sy the public. Their ranks are strengthened by the SA, the most 

reliable instrument of the movement.

I now skip to the SA participation in the Jewish Program of 10-11 
November 1938, shown by Document 1721-PS, USA Exhibit 25. This is a 


confidential report of the SA Brigade Fuehrer to his Group Commander, dated 
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29 November 1938, on the English translation, starting et the berinning. 


Without reading the addresses, it is to SA Group Electoral frlatinate 


(Kurpfalz) Mannheim.

The following order reached me at 3 o'clock on 10 November 1933. 
"On the order of the Gruppenfuehrer, all the Jewish synazorues 
within the 50th Brigade are to be blown up or set on fire 
inme jiately.'t 
"Neighboring houses occupied by Aryans are nct to be damaged. 
The acticn is to be carried cut in civilian clothes. Rioting 
and plundering are to be prevented. Report of execution of 
orders to reach Brigade Fuehrer or cffice by 8:30." 

I immediately alerted the Stundortenfuehrer and fave them the most 

exact instructions; the execution of the or ter began at once. 

I hereby report that the followin wore destroyed in the area of? 
There then follows 1 afet of 3¢ synapocues thet were destroyed. 


I just refer to a few of them: 
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In Standarte 186 the first synagogue in Beerfelden was blown up, and then 
foliow several others where the furnishings were wrecked, 
In Standarte 221 the first synagogue and Caapel in Gross Cerau was 
destroyed by fire, and the next, one torn down and the furnishings destroyed; 
and then it is signed by the Fuehrer of Brigade 50, by a signature which 
is illegible, "Brigade Fuehrer," 

In connection with the persecutions of the Jews, we again find the 
SA performing its funetion of propaganda agency for the Nazis. In this 
connection it was the function of SA to create and foster among the Jewish 
beople an antisdewish spirit and sentiment without which the terrifying 
Crimes against hunarity perpetrated against the Jewish race certainly would 
not have been tolerated by any civilized peoples. Substantial and 
convincing evidence of this function is to be found in these bound volumes 
of "Der SA-iann,! Throughout the period covered by these volumes there 
appeared in this publication article after article consisting of the most 
cruel and vicious sort of anvi-religious propaganda designed to engender 
and foster hatred and hostility toward the Jewish race, 

I will simply refer to a few of the titles appearing, On 27 July 
1935, at page , the title is "Finish up with the Jew." That is shown, 
if your Honor please, in Document 3050, pages 16 to 18 there listed, In 
the issue of 2 February 1935, page 5; the title is "The Jewish world 
Danger"; on 26 July 1935, page lL, "Jewish Worries"; "One Jew"; in 1935, 
page 1, "Jcws Are Not Wanted Here"; and then follows a statement: "Then, 
also, autside of the last German the sign will stand 'Jews Are Not Wanted 
Here's; and then, finally,ne German citizen will again cross the threshald 
of a Jewish door. To achieve this goal is the mission of the Sa man as 
the political soldier of the Fuehrer., Next to his word and his €xplanations 
Stands his example," 

Then on 17 August 1935, page 1, "God Save the Jew," Undsr 5 October, 
1935, page 6, the title "The Face of the Jew" with a portrait af a Jew 
holding the hammer and Sickie, 

I will just refer to one or two more of them. Here is one on 23 


November 1935, page 2. The title "The Camouflaged Benjamin ~ Jewish 
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Cultural Bolshevism in German music," 

Here is one of 2 January, 1937, page 6, a hideous~looking picture, 
the title being "Xumania to the Jews." 

I give the final quotation, the last one, 3 February 1939, page lh, 
the title being "Friends of the World Jewry - Roosevelt and Ickes," 

The impressive thing about these articles is the fact that it was 
not intended that the philosophies expressed in them should be confined 
to members of SA; on the contrary, the plan was to educate the members 
of the SA with this iniquitous philosophy and for the SA in turn, to be 
employed for its dissemination into the minds of the German people. 

This fact is demonstrated in the introduction to a series of anti-Jewish 
articles in the paper of 5 December, 1936, at page 6. I will just read 
the title. It is found on page 28 of the same document and the title is 

as follows: "Grave Diggers of World Culture." also on that same page, 28, 
I quote this statement: 

"We suggest that the comrades especially take notice of this series 
of articles and see that they are further circulated." 

In addition, intensive campaigns were conducted to persuade the 
public to purchase and read "Der SA-Mann" and the various issues were 
posted in public places so that the general public might read then. 

"Der SA-Mann" itself contained several photographs which show particular 
issues posted upon street bulletin boards; and there are several 
photographs showing the advertising displays, one of which, for example, 
reads as follows -— this is in the issue of 31 October 1936: "Der SA-Mann 
belonzs in every house, every hotel,every inn, every waiting room, and 
every storee" Also in the issue of 2 August 1935, at page 3, there was 
2 group picture of SA men on trucks and in front of the trucks were large 


signs, one of which read: "Read the Stuhrmer and you will know the Jews" 


On the same page there is a photograph of what appears to be a public rally, 


at which there is displayed 4 large poster which reads: "He who knows 
the Jew, knows the Devilg"! 
THE PRESIDENT: Colonel Storey, the Tribunal expressed its view

"The SA were foundec in 1921 as a ;ara-military organization to 
protect Nazi meetings and leacers, to thyow out interrupters and hecklers, 
to fight politcal enemies <=" 

THE FRESiJENT: Did you say 191? 

COL. STOREY: 1521. This is just a brief description of when 
they were organized and their membership a 

THE PRESIDENT: Yes. 

COL. STOREY: ‘== tc tight political enemiec: and to provide pre-military 
training at a time when the legal Reichsyehr was limited to 100,000 men. 


Their highest leader is Hitler himself, his deputy is the Stabschef (Chief 


of Staff der SA, fro 1930 till June 19311, Roehm; from then onwards till 


his death in hay 1943, Vietcr lutze; since August 193, Wilhelm Schepmann). 
In January 1933 the SA had oaly 300,000 memr2rs. After the seizure of 
power, its strength ircree ed quickly; at present it has a membership of 
1,500,000 to 2,000,00c." Neity the date of this is 193. 

We find the SA employed to inculeate a particular Nazi ideology into 
the minds of tie people of Germany. At this point it was the function of 
SA to prepare Germany -- mentally for the waging of a vicious and aggressive 
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At all times, and especially during the period from 11933 to 1939, 
Su. leaders emphacized to SA ianberé the duty and res; onsibility of 
creating and fostering a militeristic spirit throughout Germany. In 1933 
Hitler established the somca7 led Sa Sports progra>., and at that time, 


according to Sturmfuehrer Payer in his pamphlet "The Sf", which I have 


previously introducec in ev.-ence as wocument 2168-PS , the SA at that time 


was “commissi ned to obtain 34 increase of and -resei vation of a warlike 
power and a warlike spirit 25 ths expression of an agressive attitude," 

In 1937 Hitler renewec the So-called sports pregram, and, as recited 
in Document 3050—FS, which i; tue English trans’ation of these newspaper 
articles, on page 12, he ha a “tatement: "for the fostering of a military 
spirit, '! 

The Organization 300k of ine Farty is to the sane effect. Document 
3220-FS, which i> USA Exhibit 373. Tt quote from a bortion of that document <<+ 
paragraphs one to three on page one of the English tr nslation, beginning 
at the first paragraph :

That is on Page 2, I believe, of the English translation. 

"For the rest Dre Schacht laid out the categorical denand that Germany 
must, in order to solve its raw materials prowlen, get colonies, which rust 
be administered by Germany, and in which the German standard currency nust 
be in circulation." 

Now, the next group is articles dealing with the Versailles Treaty, and 
I will only quote from a few of them on Page 3 of that same translation.

Another is entitled, "The Dictate of Versailles", 
30 June 1934, page 15. The article reads in part: 

"The dictate of Versailles established the political, economical and 
financial destruction of Germany in );0 artfully--one could also say-~ 
devilishly devised paragraphs; this wor’: of ignortiny is a sample of endless 
and partly contradictory repetitions in constantly new formse Not too many 
have occupied themselves with this thick book to a great extent, for one could 


only do it with abomination." 
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Another is 7 July 193, Page 15, "The Unbearable Limitations on our 
FleetY Another one: 19 January 1935, Page 13, "Versailles after 15 Years", 
This article reads in part: 

"This terrible word 'Verscilies', since a blind nation ratified it, has 
become a word of profanity for 911 those who are infatuated in the spirit of 
this enormous production of hatred. The Versailles dictate in German fate 
in the fullest sense of the word. Every Ger:aan stood up under the operation 
of this fate during the past 15 yeers, Therefore, every last German must also 
eresp the contents of this dictate so that one Single desire of its 
destruction fills the whole German volke' 

I'll omit the other quotation. The last one I'll refer +o is 
"Versailles Will be Liquidated", 13 Vebruary 1937. I quote: If Your Honor 
please, this is tne last paragranh on ge 4. of the English translation: 

"The National Socialist Movement has agair. achieved a victory, for upon 
its flag since the beginning of fight stands: The liquidation of the 
Versailles Treaty. For th:

"'The Sports Troop is and shall be the bearer of the military thought 
of a free peoplee! 

"In the same sense the Fuehrer said in his book, "Mein Kampf": 

"'Give the German Nation six million perfectly trained bodies in sport, 
all fanatically inspired with the love for the Fatherland and trained to the 
highest offensive spirit and 2 National Socialist State will, if necessary, 
have created an Army out of them in less than two years.'" 

The military character of the SA is demonstrated by its organizational 
compcositione I refer to the chart onthe w2ll, which is our Document 2166, 
and it is taken from this book, the official book. I simply refer to the 
chart and call to the attention of Your Honor that it was organized into units 
closely corresponding to those of the German Army. As the Tribunal will see,

This concludes my presentation of the principle points of evidence 
concerning the participation of theSA in the conspiracy, but before I 
conclude, I should like to present to the Tribunal a few points which estab- 
lish the participation in the conspiracy by the defendant Goering in his 
capacity as an SA member or leader. 

In 1923, Goering became commamier of the entire SA. This isshow 
in the pamphlet, "The SA", which is already in evidence and the 
notation concerning Goering's conmand appears at page 2 of the translation, 
which I do not intend to quote but simply refer to. 

Goering's intention to employ the SA as a terroristic force to des- 
troy political opponents, is shown by a speech made by him on 3 March, 
1933, at a Nazi demonstration in Frankfurt. It is document 1856-Ps, 
U.S. Exhibit 437. It is an excerpt from a book entitled, "Hermann 
Goering, Speeches and Essays". Locument 1856. I quotes: Goering said:- 

"Certainly I shall use the power of the State and the 
police to the utmost, my dear Communists! So you won't 
Craw any false conclusions by the struggzle to the death 
in which my fist will grasp your necks, I shall lead 
with those down there. Those are the Brown Shirts." 

The importance of the SA under Goering in the early stages of the 
Nazi movement is shown by Document No. 3259-PS, U.S. Exhibit No. 2h, 
and it is an English translation from the same booke 3259-IS. This 
is a letter written to Goering by Hitler and I quote the letter: 

"My dear Goering, 

When in November, 1923, the Party tried for the first time 

to conquer the power of the State, you, as Commander of the SA, 

created within an extraordinarly short time, that instrument 

with which I could bear that trugrle. Highest necessity had 

forced us to act, but a wise providence at that time denied 

that success. After receiving a grave wound, you again entered 

the ranks as soon as circumstances permitted as my most loyal 

comrade in the battle for power. You contributed essentially to 


creating the basis for the 30th January. Therefore, at the end 
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of a year of the National Socialist Revolution, I desire to 

thank you wholeheartedly, my dear Party Comrade Goering, for 

the great values which you have for the National Socialist 

Revolution and consequently for theGerman people. 

In cordial friandship and grateful appreciation, 
Yours, 
Adolf Hitler." 

Although Goering did not retain command of the SA, he at all times 
maintained close affiliation with the organization. This is shown by 
the photographs of Goering participating in the activities which I have 
already introduced in evidence. Similarly, in 1937, Goering became the 
Commander of the Felderrnhalle Regiment of the SA. The Tribunal will 
recall, also, my reference to the participation of that regiment in 
the occupation of the Sudetenlande 

Now, finally, the evidence considered in the foregoing section of 
this brief, demonstrates the particination of the SA as an organization 
in the conspiracy alleged in Count One. Thus, the SA was first employed 


by the conspirators to destory, by force and brutality, all opponents 


of National Socialism and to gain possession of the streetse Thereafter, 


upon the seizure of control by the NSDAP, the SA was used to consolidate 
and strencthen Nazi power and to cruelly persecute and destroy all so- 
called "enemies"of the state, including the Jewry and the Church. 
During the period from 193) to 1939, the SA was employed for the actual 
n and training of the German people for war, and for participa- 

tion in aggressive warfare. 

The SA was at all times employed by vhe conspirators to promote 
and disseminate the ideology of the Nazi Movement throughout Germany, 
and partiaularly, to perform the function of dissemincting anti-Jewish 
propaganda and creating and fostering a militaristic and warlike spirit 
among the people of Germany. 

Thus, at all times during the course of its etstence, the functions 


of the SA corresponded to, and were designated to promote the progression 


of the conspiracy through its various phases; and the conclusion, we think,

THE TRIBUNAL: (Mre Biddle) What is the purpose of reading all 
this evidence? What has what you just read got to do with what you 
are presentin,;? 

MAJOR FAkK: Sir, I want to prove, as I said 2 moment ago, one 
thin; first; that the Vaffen SS is an interfral, component part of the 
cS. I want to establish that it is completely administered and con- 
trolled by the Supreme Comman? of the SS. That is one thing. 

The second thing I want to prove is this; that service in te 
Waffen SS is voluntary service, just as membership in the Allgemeine 

eath's Head Units is voluntary service. It is true that there were 

some instances tow2rds the close cf the war when a few men were con- 
scripted into the Waffen SS but that was the exception and not the rule. 
In quoting from the Recruiting Standards of the Waffen SS, appearing in 
this booklet which was published in 192 and which indicates that at that 
time service in the Yaffen SS was open only to volunteers, I think I am 
serving the purpose of proving one of the two points which I think ought 
to be established. 

I want to read, if I may, one further p2ragraph from that transla- 
tion. I shall.read the paragraph indicatin. that service is voluntary. 
Now I want to read the third requirement, which shows that service 
could be had only by persons who meet the ideological and other standards 


of the SE as a whole. 
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if the Tribunal is satisfied on the point that service in the Vaffen 
is essentially voluntary and that the Waffen SS is an integral part 
I do not want to impose further by reading further evidence. 

THE FRESIDENT: I think the Tribunal is satisfied on both those 
points. 

MAJOR FARR: I beg your pardon? 

THE PRESIDENT: I think the Tribunal is satisfied on both those 
voints, up to the present time. 

MAJOR FARR: The Court is satisfied on both those points? 

THE FRESIDENT: That it is voluntary and it is an integral part of 
the SS. 

MAJOR FARR: If the Court is satisfied on both those points, I shall 
not pursue, any further, theintroduction of this particular evidence. 

THE PRESIDENT: It may be, as vou say, possible to show that there were 
some members conscripted into it at a later date, but we have not had that 
evidence yete 

MAJOR FARK: No, your Honor, you have note 

All I want to show is that the normal thing is that it is voluntary 
and that the Waffen SS is an intesral part cof the whole organization. 

If the Court is complctely satisfied on that point I shall proceed no 
further with the description of the Waffen SS. 

I shall pass on now then, to a descrintion of the SS Totenkcpf 
Verbaende, the Death Head Units, which sre the fourth component to be 
mentioned. 

The orirg:in and purpose of the Totenkopf Verbaende were succintly 


described by @'Alquen in his book, "The SS", our Document No. 228),-rs, 


I shall read from page 10 of the English translation, p2ragraph 5,

CAMpPSe 

e SS Death Head Units obligate their members to 12 years service. 
It is composed mainly of men who have already fulfilled their duty to 
serve in the Wehrmacht. This time of service is counted completely." 

Since the Death Head Units -- like the SS Verfuegungstruppe -- vere 
composed of well-trained professional soldiers, they were also a valuable 
nucleus for the Waffen SS. The secrct Hitler order of 17 August, 1938, 
Document No. 67-PS, which hes already been introduced in evidence, pro- 
vided for the tasks of the S& Totenkopf Verbvacnde in the event of mobiliza- 
tion. The Totenkopf Verbaende were to be relieved from the duty of 
guarding ccncentration camps and transferred 2s a skeleton corps to the 
SS Verfucrun:struppe. I quote from that order, 2 passage found 
5 of the translation, paragraph h, pace 9 of the criginal. 

"S5) Heeulsations for the erse of the Mobilization 

"The S$ Totenkopf Verbaence form the skeletcn corps for the 
reinforcement of the SS Totenkopf Vervnende (police reinforcement) 
and will be replaced in the cuarding of the concentration camps 

by memoers of the General SS who

If I may point out tc the Court, the purpose in offerins that bit of 
evicence is to show that the foundation was laice for having the All:-emeine 
SS, the general €S, take over the cuties of cuardin concentration camps 
sfter the ware The Totenkopf Verbaence were originally created for that 
purposee When the war came they went into the Waffen SS anc their duties 
were taken over by members of the reneral SS. 

The final component, which was specifically referred to in the 
Indictment, is the SS Police iteziments. I shall very shortly turn tc the 
steps by which the SS assumed control over the entire kKeich Folice. Out 
of the police, special militarized forces were formed, originally know 
as SS Police Battalions and later expanded to SS Police Regiments. 


I shall quote from Himmler's Fosen speech, our Document No. 1919-TS, 
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page 3 of the translation, next to the last paragraph, page 
original. I quote: 

"Now to deal briefly with the tasks of the regular uniformed 
police anc the Sipo -- they still cover the same field. I can see that 
vreet things have been achievede We have formed roughly 30 police 
regiments from police reservists and former members of the police =- police 

they used to be called. The average age in our police 

not lower than that of the security battalions of the 
Armed Forces. Their achievements sre beyond all praise. In addition, 
we have formed Folice Rifle Regiments by merging the police battalions 
of the'savage peoples'. Thus, we did not leave these police battalions 
untcuched but blended them in the ratio. of about 1 to 3." 

The results of this blend of militarizec SS police and "savaze peoples" 
introduce, relating to 

extermination actions, conducted by them in the Eastern territcries -- 
exterminitions which wer: eminently succes il and ruthlessly con-

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MaJOk FARR: Each of the various components which I have doseribed 
played its part in carrying out one or more functions of the SS. The 
persormel composing each differed. Some were part-time volunteers; others 
professionals enlisted for different periods of time. But every branch, 
every department, every member, was an integral part of the whole 
organization. Each performed his assigned role in the manifold tasks for 
which the organization had been created. No botter witness to this fact 
could be called upon than the Reichsfuechrer SS whose every endeavor was 
to insure the complete unity of the organization. I quote his words, taken 
from his Posen speech, our document 1919-PS, US Exhibit No. 170. I read 
from page 10) of the original, fourth line from the top of the page, from 
the English translation, page 8. 

"It would be an evil day if the Main Offices, performing their tasks 
well meaningly but mistakenly made themselves in’cpenient by each having a 

downward chain of commanc. I really think that the day of my overthrow 
would be the end of the SS. It must be, and so come about, that this Ss 
organization with all its branches--the General SS which is the common 
basis of all of them, the Waffen-SS, the regular uniformed policc, the 
SIPO, with the whole economic administration, schooling, ideological 
training, the whole question of kindred, is, even uncer the tenth 
Reichsfuchrer-§SS, one bloc, one body, one organization." 

And continuing, at the bottom, about 11 lines from the bottom of the 
same page of the translation, and at the bottom of page 10h of the 
original speech, he says, "The reeular uniformed police and SIPO"--I beg 
the Tribunal's pardon. I think I referred you to the wrong passage. It 
is about the middle of page 8 of tho translation, beginning: 

"The regular uniformed police and SIPO, General-SS and Waffen-SS 
must now gradually amalgamate too, just as this is and must be the case 
within the Waffen-SS. This applics to matters concerning filling of posts, 
recruiting, schooling, economic organization, and medical services. 

I am always coing something tovarcs this end, a bond is constantly being 
cast around these sections of the whole to cause them to grow together. 


Alas, if these bonds should ever be loosoned - then everything - you may 
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be sure of this = woul sink back into its old insignificance in one 
generation, and in a short space of time," 

I now turn to the underlying philosophy of the SS, the principles 
by which its members were selected and the obligations imposed upon 
them. To understand this organization the theories upon which it was 
based must be kept clearly in mind, They furnish the key to all its 
activities. It is necessary, therefore, to consider them in some 
detail. 

The fundamental principle of selection was what Himmler called 
that of Bloot ani Elite. The SS was to be the living embodiment of 
the Nazi doctrine of the Superiority of Nordic blood - the carrying 
into effect of the Nazi conception of a master race. To put it in 


+ 


Himmler's ovm words the SS was to be a "National Socialistic Soldicrly 
Order of Nordic Men." In “escribing to the Wehrmacht the reasons 
behind his emphasis on racial standards of selection and the manner 
in which they were carried out he said - ani I quote from our 
document 1992-A-PS, page 1 of the translation, last 
138, paragraph 1 of the 

"Accordingly, only good blood, blood which history has proved to 
be leading and creative and the foundation of every State and of all 
military activities, only Nordic blool, can be consizered. I said 
to myself that, should I succced in selecting from the German people 
for this organization as many people as possible a majority of whom 
possess this desired blood, in teaching them military discipline 
and, in time, the understan‘ling of the value of blood an? the entire 
ideology which results from it, then it will be possible actually 
to create such an elite organization which woul: successfully hold 
its own in all cases of emergency,!! 

Further on, on page 5 of the translation--I beg your pardon, on 
page h of the translation, first line, page 10 of the original, 
bottom paragraph, he says, referring to the method by which applicants 


were selected: 
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"They are extremely thoroughly examined and checked. Of 100 men 
we can use on the average of 10 or 15, no more. We ask for the 
political reputation record of his parents, brothers and sisters, 
the record of his ancestry as far back as 1750, and naturally the 
physical examination anc his records of the Hitler Youth. Further, 
we ask for a record of hereditary health showing that no hereditary 
disease exists in his parents and in his family." 

THE PRESIDENT (interposing): I don't seem to get the point of 
this. We have already been told that the SS was a Corps c'Elite, 
and all this is showing the details of the choice. 

MAJOR FARR: That is correct; it is showing the details of the 
choice, 

THE PRESIDENT: But that has nothing to Jo with its being a 


criminal organization, has it? 
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MAJG@ FARR: I think it has, Your Honor. I want to make again, if I 
may, two points, The very essence of this organization was that of race, Its 
racial standards of selection had two thinss in mind: Once, making it an or-= 
ganization which would be an aristocracy not only for Germany, but which would 
be in a position to dominate all of Europe. for that purpose, not only were 
strict racial standards imposed for selection, but a great drive was made to 
pervetuate the SS stock, to build up a group of men who would be in a position 
to take over Europe when it was conquered, 

There was nothing questionable about that aim. Himmler explicitly said 
it time and time again, "hot we are after is making ourselves the super- 
stratum which will be able to dominate Europe for centuries." That was one 
of the fundamental purposes of thc SS, nnd it vas a purpose which was not 
kept by Himmler to himsclf, but a purpose which was explained and publicly 


announced again and again.

That is one aspect of the racial selective process. 

The second is this: The negative side of the raaism. Not only < 
Himmler intend to build up an elite which would be able to take over 
but he indoctrinated that elite with hatred for 21 "inferior" -- to 
his words -— races. 

Now, I think unless it is clearly understood that that is the basis 
of the SS, we can't unierstand the organization. I am quite prepared, if 
the Trib unal desires, not to go further into a discussion of the detail of 
the process of selection. Ido think it important that I quote to the 
Tribunal the publicly announced basis for selection. 

With the Tribunal's permission then, I would like to quote one passage 
from the Organization Book for the Nazi Party, which explains the racial 
basis on which the SS was founded, That is our Document 26)0-PS, which 
has already been introduced in evidence as U. S. Exhibit 323. I quote 
from page 17 of the German text and from paze 1 of the translation, fourth 


paragraph, entitled "Selection of Members." And I quote this because this 


~- 1811 - 
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is not a hidden pronouncement, This is what the official Nazi Party pub- 
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lication said the SS was: 

"Selection of Members, 

"For the fulfillment of these missions a homogenous firmly welded 
fighting force has been created bound by ideological oaths, whose fighters 
are selected out of the best Aryan humanity. 

"The conception of the value of the blood and soil serves as directive 
for the selection into the SS. very SS man must be deeply imbued with 
the sense and essence of th> National Socialist Movement. He will be 
ideologically and physically trained so that he ean be employed individually 
or in groups in the decisive battle for thc National Socialist ideology, 

"Only the best and thoroughbred Germans are suited for commitment in 
this battle. Therefore it is necessary that an uninterrupted selection 
is retained within the ranks of the 5S, first superficially, thon constantly 
more thoroughly." 

Now, I would like to preceed to quote 2 paragraph on the same page, 
three paragraphs down, with respect to obedience, It appears on pace )18 
of the original, second parazraph, I quote: 

"Obedicnce is treckeitionally demanded; 2rises from the conviction that 


the National Socialist ideology must rule. He who possesses it and 


passionately supports it, submits himself voluntarily to the compulsion of 


cbedience, Therefore, the SS man is prepared to carry out blindly every 
order which comes from the fuehrer or is given by one of his superiors even 
if it demands the greatest sacrifice of hin," 

There are stated the two fundamental principles of the SS: (1) Racial 
selections; (2) Blind obedience, 

Now, let me state what Himmler conceived that this organization was to 
be used for. I quote from his address to the officers of the SS Leibstandarte 
"Adolph Hitler" on the "Day of Metz", our document No. 1918-PS, U.S. Exhibit 
30h. I quote from page 12 of the original document, the middle of thepage 3 
from the translation, paze 3, last paragraph. I will begin the translation 
with the third sontence of that paragraph. 


"The ultimate aim for these 11 years during which I have been the 
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Reichsfuchrer SS has been invariably tthe same: To create an order of good 


blood which is able to serve Germany. Which unfailingly and without sparing 


itself can be made use of because the greatest losses can do no harm to the 
vitality of this order, the vitality of these men, because they will always 
be replaced. To create an order which will spread the idea of nordic blood 
so far that we will attract all nordic blood in the world, take away the 
blood from our adversaries, absorb it so that never again, looking at it from 
the viewpoint of grand policy, nordic blood in great quantities and to an 


extent worth mentioning will fight against us,

I coffer in evidence as US Exhibit 46, The oath appears at pao 16 
of that pamphlet, anc on page 2 of the trenslation, in the mircle 


of the pazgee I quote the oaths: 


"The Oath of the SS Mans 


"I swoar to you, lcolf Hitler, as Fuchrer and R,ichschanecllor, 


loyalty and bravery, I vow to youy anc to these you have named to

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I turn now to 2 consideration of the activities of the SS, 
manner in which it carried out the purposes of the conspirators 
performed its function of guarding the internal Security of the 
regime. The proof of the elite Nazi quality and thorough reliability 
of the SS=--the test by which it won its Spurs-=occurred on June 30th, 
1934, when it participated in the purge of the SA 2nd other 
opponents or potential opponents of the Nagi regime. That was the 
first real occasion for the use of this specialized organization 
which could operate with the blessing of the Nazi State, but outside 
of the lav, 

I offer in evidence an affidavit by the Defendant Wilhelm 
Frick, signed and sworn to here in Nurnberg on 19th November, 195. 
It is our document 2950-PS. I offer it as US Exhibit 448. I shall 
quote a portion of that affidavit, beginning about the middle of 
the first paragraph of the affidavit, the tenth line in the original, 
I quote, 

"Many people wore killed=-I don't know how many--who actually 
did not have anything to do with the putsch. People who just 
weren't liked very well, as, for instance, Schleicher, the former 
Reich Chancellor, were killed, Schleicher's wife was also killed, 
a5 was Gregor Strasser, who had been the Reich Organization Leader 
and second man in the Party after Hitler. Strasser, at the time he 
was murdered, was not active in political affairs any more. 

However, he had Separated himself from the Fuehrer in November or 
December of 1932. The SS we used by Himmler for the execution of 
these orders to Suppress the putsch,! 

It was in recognition of its services in this respect that the 
SS was elevated to the status of boing a component of the Party 
equal in rank to the SA, and other similar ranking. TI ask the Court 
to take judicial notice of & passage which appears on page 1 of the 
Voelkischer Beobachter of July 26th, 193). It is our document 


No. 1857-PS. TI shall read the translation of that passage, which 
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is very brief. 

"The Reich Press Office announces the following Order of 

the Fuchrer. 

In consideration of the greatly meritorious service of 

the SS, especially in connection with the events of 

30th June, 1934, I elevate it to the standing of an 

independent organization within the NSDAP. 

Munich, 20th July, 193." 

"The Reichfuehrer SS like the Chief of Staff is, 

therefore, directly subordinate to the hishest ss 

theory." 

By its action on June 30th, the SS proved this. It WAS , 
therefore, the typo of organization which the conspirators wanted 
for the first necessary step in their program, the acquisition of 
control over the police, because one of the first steps essential 
to the sccurity of any rezime is control of the police. The aim 
of the conspirators was to fuse the SS and the police, and to 
merge them into a sinele, unificd repressive force. 

I turn now to the consideration of the development whereby 
the SS and the police became intermingled. Shortly after the 
Seizure of power the conspirators began to develop, as a part of 
the State machinery, secrot political police forces, originating 
in Prussia in the Gestapo established by decree of the Defendant 


Goering in 1933, and this development will be dealt with 
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in the case arainst the Gestapoe By 193k, Himmler, the Reichsfuchrer 
SS, had become t} icf of these secret political police forces in 
ach of the States in Cermany, except Prussia anc <coputy chief of the 
Prussian Gestanoe In that capacity he infiltrated those forces with 
members of the SS until a virtual icentity of the membership of the 
SS and the Gastapo were achicveds 
On 17 Jyne 1936, by Decree on the Establishment of a Chief of the 


German rolicey published in the Reichs;ecsetzblatt for 1936, lart Ip,

ilerine that evidence, the Tribunsl will bear in mind that the police 
eetivities there shown were one aspect of SS functions, one part of the 
whole criminol SS esheme. I shell not, therefore, consider here cvidence 
relotine strictly to the police functions of 

Control over the police was not enourht. Potential sources of 
opposition could be tracked down by the SD. Suspects could be seized by 
the Criminel Police and the Gestano, ut these means alone would not assur 
the complete suppression of all opponents and potenticl opponents of the 

this purvose, the concentration ecsmns were invented. The 

.dy presented to the Tribunal has shown what the concentratic 
camp systcm involved, sn! the end result of that system was eraphically 
illustre.tecd in the movinr pictures displayed ahout ten days aroe The 
responsibility of the SS in that system is » tonic to which I now turn 

The first requirement of the camps was for guard anc administrative 
ersonnele. Pa ime volunteer members of the Alleremeine SS were origrinal 
utilizee as ruards, but nart time volunteers could not adequately serve t} 
needs of the extensive, lone-range prosram that was planned, so berinning 
in 1933 full-time professional cuard units, the Death Head Units which I 
have already described, were orranized. During the war, members of the 
General SS resumed the function of fuarding the camps, which they had 


initially undertoken when the comps were created. The Tribunal will receal 
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provisions of the Hitler order which I read a few moments azo direct 


ine substitution of stencral SS members for Death Head Units in the event 
of mobilization. It is unnecessary to repeat the evidence of wholesale 
brutality, torture and murder committed by SS guards. They were not the 
sporacic crimes committed by irresponsible individuals, but a port of a 
definite and calculated policy, a policy necessarily resulting fern SS 
philosophy, e« nolicy which was carricd out from the initial creation of th 
CAMPS. 

Himmler bluntly stated the 5S view as to the inmates of the camps in 
his article, "Organization and Oblirations of the SS and the Police, US 
Exhibit i:39, our Jocument 1992A=P I quote from Pare 7 of the transla- 
tion, last parnarranh; from -~age 148 of the original, third parnrranh.

Having heard the evidence and scen the pictures as to conditions 
concentration camps, this Tribunal can anpreciate how prim an’ severe

own Gruprenfuchrers at Posen, our Gooument 1919-P5, US Exhibit No. 170. 
I quote from Pare 43 of the original, last paragraphs from Face 2 of the 
tronslation, the first full paragraph.

Certainly there was no "silly humanitarianism” in *he manner in whict 
the SS men performed their taskse Just as an illustration, I should like 
to examine their conduct, not in 1944 or 1945, put “Hf 1933. I have four 
reports, relating to the Jeaths of four different inmates of the concentri 
tion camp Dachau between Moy, 16 and May 27, 1933. Each report is sirned ! 
the Public ‘rosecutor of e District Court in Munich an‘ is addressed to 


the Public Prosecutor of Surreme Court in Munich. These four reports

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show that during that two week neriod in 1933, at the time when the 


concentration camps had barely started, thet SS men had murdered w= a 


different suard each time -= had murdered an inmate of the CAMDe 
t 
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Now, I don't want to take the time of the Tribunal to read that evidence 
if it feels that it is a minor point. The significance of it is this: 

It is just an illustration of the sort of thing that happened in the 
concentration camp at the earliest possible date, in 1933, I am prepared 
to offer these four reports in evidence and to quote from them, if the 
Tribunal thinks that the point is not insienificant. 

THE PRESIDENT: Where are they? 

MAJOR FARR: They are right here. I will offer them in evidence. The 
first is cur document 6y1-PS. It is a report dated 1 June 1933, and 
relates te the death of Dr. Alfred Strauss, a prisoner in protective custody 
in Dachaue I offer it in evidence as US Exhibit So. I shall read a fiw 
peragraphs from that report, becinnir;: with paravrapnh one: 

"Cn May 2h, 7933 the 30 year old, single, attorney at law, Dr. Alfred 
Strauss from Munich who was in the ecncentration cary Dachau as a prisoner 
under protective custedy was killed ty two pistol shots from SS man Johann 
Kantschuster who escorted him cn a walk outs‘ de 5 ice part of the camp 
prescribed to him by the carp dector. 

"Kantschuster gives the follewing report: Ke himself had to urinate; 

proceded on his fay. Suddenly Strauss broke away towards the schrub 
located at a distance of about 6 m. from the line. When he noticed it, he 
fired two shots at the fugitive from a distance of about 8 me. whereupon 
collapsed dead. 

"On the samc day, May 2, 1933, a judicial inspection of tho locality 

took place. The corpse of Strauss was lying at the edge of the wood. 
on his feete He wre a-sock on one foot, while the 
other foot was hare, obviously because of an injury to-this foot. Subsequenti 
an autopsy was performed, Two buliscts had entered the back of the head. 
» the body showed several black and blue spots and also open wounds." 
Skipping now to the last narazravh of the reports 
"I have charged Kantschuster today with murder and have made application 


opening and execution of the judicial preliminary investirzation as well as 


a warrant of arrest acainst him." 


That is the first of the four reports. The significance is that you have

The second report, a report dated 1 Junc 1933, relates to the death of 
Iecnhard Hausmann, another prisoner in Dachaue It is our Document 6428—eF 
and I offer it in evidence as UeS. Exhibit No. 51, 

I don't think you need read the details, 

MAJOR FARR: I will offer it without reading it. 

The third report which I shall offer is date 22 May 1933. It relates 
to the death of Louis Schloss, an inmate of Dachau and is our Document 6h)-Ps,

death of Sebastian Nefager, ancther Dachau prisoner. I offer this letter 


in evidence as U.S. Exhibit “o. 153, 
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These four murders, committed within the short space of two weeks 
in the Spring of 1933, each by different ss guards, are but a few examples 
of SS activities in the camps even as early as 1933. Many similar 
examples from that period and later verlods could be produced, 

Indeec, that sort of tain; wus officially encouraged. I call the 
Tribunal's attention to the Disei.linary Regulations for the Dacha 
Concentration Camp, car Yocument 775=PS, which ha already been introduced 
in evidence as U.S.A. Exhibit 247.” I want to read the fourth paragraph 
of the introduction to those ruies, 2 passage which was not read when the 
document was originally introduced, The fourth paragraph on the first 
page of the trunslation of the original is as follows; 

"Tolerance means weakness, In the light of this conception, punishment 
will be mercilessly handed out whenever vhe interests of the Fatherland 
warrant ite The fellow countryman i10 is decent but misled will never 
be affected by these regulations. But let it be a warning to the 
agitating politicians and intellectual provocators - regardless of which 
kind = be on yow guard not to de caur.it, for otherwise it 


your neck and you will be shut up seccording to your own methods," 


Those regulations were issued in 1933 by SS Fuchrer Eich, who, it 
ig to be noted, was the comman?-nc of the SS Totenkopfverbzende. 

Furnishing guard and administr:utive  »ersonnel was not the only function 
of the SS with relation to the campse The entire internal management 
of the camps, including the use of prisoners, their housing, clothing, 
sanitary conditions, the determination of their right to live and the 
disposal of their remains, was controlled by the SS. Such management was 


first vested in the leader of the SS Death Head Units who also had the title 


of Inspector of the Concentr. tion Camps, Tais official was originally a 


part of the S§ Main Office (SS Hau~ i} wepresented onthe chart by 


the second box from the left. 

During the course of the war — in March 192 - control of concentratior 
camps was transferred to another of the departments of the Ss Supreme 
Command = the Ss Economic and Administration Department = commonly known 


as WVHA. That department is indic=ts¢ on the chart by the 3rd box from 
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the left. And the Court will note under the top box the breakcown

"Concentration Camps" which in turn is broken down into "Ttrison, Labor, 
Medical and Administration." 

That change was announced in a letter to Himmler datec 30 April 19)2 
from the Chief of WHA. The letter is our Document No. R-129 and has 
already been received in eviderce as U.S. Exhibit No.217. I shall not 
quote from that letter now, 

This shift of control to WVHA, the economic department of the SS, 
coincided with the change in the basic purposes of the concentration 
CampSe Political and security reasons, which previously hac been the 
grounds for confinement, were sbanduned and the camps were frankly made 
to serve the Nasi slave labor progrim. The txi.bunal will recall the 
evidence relating to at progres which was presented last week by Mr, 
Dodd. I shall ncs burden the tribunal by dealing at any length with the 
evidence there introduced, except to summarize the principal facts bearing 
on SS responsibility which were cemonstrated by that evidence. 

To satisfy the increased demans for manpower 1% was not enough to 
work the inmates of the camp harcer. More inmates had to be obtained. 
Through its police arm the SS was pre’ .red to satisfy this demand,as 
through the WVHA it was prepared tu work those who were already in the 
campe 

THE PRESIDENT: Have you any figures you can give the Tribunal as 
to the total numbers in the SS and the total mwnbers who were employed 
on cncentration camps? If you gave the totul number of the SS and the total 
number employed in concentration camps, we should see what the proportion 
WAS e 

MAJOR FaRR: I think I can only give you these figures: I earlier 
quoted some figures from d'Alqven #2: “13 Woos published in 1939, in which 
he said the total strsngth of the Gera_ral SS was about 240,000. That is 
the General SS. it was not at that time engaged in the guarding of 
concentration camps.» The Death Head Units at that time consisted of 


some three or four regiments at the moste They were the guards; so that 


of the personnel who were emplcyed in actual guard duty there were, in 1939, 


about three or four regiments.

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The Court will recall that after the war Totenkopfverbuende were 
no longer employed in that duty and that the members of the General $$ 
took it up. How many were employed i: something that is difficult to 
estimate. The concentration camp program was constantly expanding,

not only guards but we have administrative personnel. We have the

centration camps, The members of the staff office, WVHA, were cerived from 


the General SS; so you have on the one hanu the guard personnel, Death Head 


up to 199, anc then you have after 1939 more guards from the Allzemeine 
You have, after 193y, four -uards from the Generel SS anc also admin- 
istrative personnel from WVHA. 

I don't have the fi,-ures on how many persons were encaged in one or 
another phase of the concentration camp activitics, It was widesry 
You have, of course, the SD anc Security Police involved in it in so far as 
they went out and sciged victims, You have VHA, the entire administrative 
personnel of that section, involved in it in so far as they handled admin- 
istrative uatters. 

Some conception of the number of persons who must have been enacted 
in the activity may be scined from notin: the number of persuns involved

reports the nunbe f prisoners who were then on han. in the camps and the
